Liberal of 
Russia Dies 
at Age 76 
MOSCOW (AP; - Konstantin 


G. Paustovsky, one of the Soviet 
Union's leading writers and one 
of its most prominent defenders 
of liberal causes, died Sunday. 
He was 76 and had been in fail- 
ing health for some time. 


In recent years Paustovsky 


had been best known for his at- 
tacks on Stalinist controls of So- 
viet culture and his participa- 
tion in protests against the im- 
prisonment of writers. He had 
become something of a hero to 
many young intellectuals. 


Despite his signing of protest 


petitions, Paustovsky was hon- 
ored by the government last 
year with one of its highest 
awards, the Lenin Prize, in rec- 
ognition of his "contribution to 
the development of Soviet litera- 
ture." Tass, the official news 
agency, described him as "a 
brilliant stylist and a man of 
great lyrical talent and cul- 
ture."

At one point, as the accusa- 


tions and recriminations mount* 
ed, Donald Malafronte, ad minis*

some sort of tragic dance here, 
where we eat each other and 
berate each other and hate each 
other and curse each other."

Following a hard, p.ainful 
movement, the child holds 
back his feces for fear of a 
return of the pain, but this 
only aggravates his problem. 
When this happens, your doc- 
tor should examine the child 
to determine whether he has 
a small painful crack or fis- 
sure at the outlet of his bowel. 


Another type of psychologic 


constipation occurs in some 
infants when the mother tries 
too diligently to toilet-train 
him. A more relaxed attitude 
is needed and will usually cor' 


rect the trouble. 


In babies, constipation can 


usually be relieved by increas- 
ing the amount of sugar in the 
formula. In the child who is 
eating solid food, constipation 
can almost always be cured 
by giving him oatmeal or a 
dry cereal with finely pow- 
dered bran once a day and 
offering him fruit instead of 
candy or c o o k i e s between 
meals. 


Mineral oil is not recom- 


mended for persons of any 
age. In infants it has the 
added disadvantage that if he 
chokes on it, he may inhale 
some of the oil and develop

All paychecks must account 


for the Increased withholding to 
cover the surcharge even if the' 
money was earned before this 
week. Only persons in the two 
lowest Income tax brackets art 
exempt, 


President Johnson originally 


submitted the surcharge to Con- 
gress last Aug. 3 and asked for 
an Oct. 1 effective date for indi- 
viduals.

When Congress failed to act 


last year, Johnson changed the 
effective date for individuals to 
last Apiil 1, a date approved by 
Congress in the measure finally 
passed In June. 


Because of this retroactive ; 
feature, the tax withheld from 
paychecks won't cover all the 
money individuals will owe the 
government by the end of De- 
cember.

company. Special equipment 
is needed to stretch the fence 
so that-it will be taut. 


The main strength of a fence 


is provided by its posts. Gen- 
erally these are of 4 x 4 stock. 
Doubled 2x4s can be used 
but this is not as desirable. 
Posts this size are good 
enough for picket fences up to 
six feet high. 


Higher fences or solid fences 


—which would offer wind re- 
sistance—should have 6x6 
posts. Use 6x6s for corner 
posts in any event 


For even a light fence sink 


posts at least two feet. For a 
high or solid fence, add an- 
other six of 12 inches to the 
depth. 


Fence posts should be treat- 


ed with a preservative. If you 
cannot buy treated stock, soak 
the posts in preservative over- 
night or longer. If you can't 
find a container large enough 
for soaking, spray or paint the 
solution on. Have posts dry so 
they will soak up the preser- 
vative. Be careful in handling 
the posts since most preserva- 


tives can irritate the skin. 


For digging post holes buy 


or rent an auger or post hole 
digger. The former is twisted 
into the earth like a drill. The 
latter looks like two shovels 
hinged together for lifting out 
the earth—good in rocky soil 


If your soil is well-drained, 


keep your holes to the size you 
need. In clay dig a wider hole 
and fill with gravel to permit 
drainage. If the soil is loose 
and may not hold, nail a 
couple of cross-cleats (2x3 
scraps about a foot long.) at 
the bottom and pack soil in. 


If you set the posts in con- 


crete—and you should for gate 
and corner posts anyway—fill 
the bottom of the hole with 
gravel first. Set the post, add 
gravel and then add concrete 
to a point above ground level. 
Make certain the post is level 
first. Smooth off concrete at 
a slant so that water will 
drain away from it, If con- 
crete shrinks away from the 
post when dry, fill the gap 
with asphalt.

in the U.S. Constitution attempt- 
ing to bar selection of a presi- 
dent and vice president from 
the same state. 


The solution, he suggests, is 


that either he or Nixon would 
have to move out of New York 
state—and that Nixon would be 
the logical one to move. 


Rockefeller publicly has ruled 


out any prospect that he would 
run for vice president. Privately 
he says he could not play second 
fiddle to Nixon, or anyone else. 


In presuming, however, that 


Nixon would be willing to settle 
for second place, Rockefeller il- 
lustrates the attitude he brings 
to his quest for the presidency 
-that he is the best the Repub- 
lican party has to offer and that 
it just has to recognize this.

against Nixon, Rockefeller has 
traveled more than 50,000 miles 
to carry his message into 42 of 
50 states, He makes it 43 today, 
going into Indiana to begin a 
Midwest tour.
